No one can pretend to speak a language like a 
native without knowing the colloquial terms; nor can 
one carry on a conversation without them, for then 
insurmountable difficulties of expression are contin- 
ually presenting themselves. Although not a few per - 
sons write in Latin, many ofthem easily and elegant- 
ly, the writing is in large measure on technical sub- 
jects; although in some universities lectures are 
given in Latin, this is largely confined to philosoph- 
ical or kindred subjects. As the style of such dis- 
courses is not colloquial, knowledge of idiomatic and 
colloquial forms is but little missed. 


The teachers who try the direct method in 
their classes are mostly at a loss for the proper 
terms and are sorely put to it to get around the lack. 
If they conscientiously try to dig them out, they must 
do an immense amount of digging, for an occasional 
nugget. 


It is quite widely agreed that the humanities 
must continue to be taught but that the methods must 
be changed. One change needed is to charge the. sub- 
jects with more interest and to persuade the pupils 
that real, live, flesh-and-blood people used the an- 
cient languages; i.e., the reading matter must be 
adapted to their age and interests.l To bring out the 
terms that were encountered in daily life, but which 
occur but rarely in authorsthat pupils are likely to 
read, so as to enliven and vary the courses, is a ne- 
cessity. 


This, then, is an attempt to bring together the 
terms needed for most daily situations, domestic, 
business, agricultural, and general daily life. Itis

not to be denied that many more phrases and catego- 
ries could have been added, nor that some desirable 
phrases and locutions have been omitted by inadvert- 
ence, but exigencies of time and space have prevented 
this desirable increment. However we believe that 
this book contains the substance necessary for easy 
and idiomatic conversation. 


Words have been admitted which may seem to 
lie outside the classical sphere, but had Cicero (of 
whose writings we have but a small part) had occasion 
to speak of certain things, who can say which words 
he or any other standard author would have used? 


We have admitted as few modern words as 
possible, in general only in those categories and for 
those things for which the Roman had no equivalent. 


Many Romanterms can be adaptedto our use. 
For instance the Romans had acollation about four or 
five o' clock in the afternoon. This was called ''me- 
renda." On the principle enunciated by Cicero in 
Academicis Posterioribus 1.7.25: Et id quidem com- 
mune omnium fere est artium; aut enim sunt rerum 
novarum facienda nomina aut ex aliis transferenda. 
Availing ourselves accordingly of this principle and 
of Cicero's authority, we may usethis word for after- 
noon tea, as do the Spaniards. 


These terms and words have been garnered 
from Plautus, Terence, Cicero's letters, Cato, Var- 
ro, and Columella, writers de Re Rustica, Petronius, 
Apicius, and from other sources, a matter of reading 
perhaps 3,700 pages of Teubner text. 


Although odd words and comic words of which 
a number appear in Plautus are not included, words 
that may have appeared in but one author, and there 


but once, if no better word be known, have been in- 
cluded. If an article existed, it had, of course, a 
name, but there may have been but one occasion in 
extant Latin literature for its use or the one occasion 
may have called for the use in an inscription. If the 
word seems necessary for daily intercourse it has 
been included. It was, perhaps, of frequent occur- 
ence in Roman life. 


This book, moreover, does not pretend to dis- 
place Harper's dictionary, Smith's English-Latin dic- 
tionary, Wilby's very useful dictionary. On the con- 
trary, their use is highly recommended. It, how- 
ever, puts in handy form certain terms that are oth- 
erwise often hard to find, but further study of the use 
and more citations can be found for examination of 
the word in the actual text if reference be made to 
these more comprehensive works.
